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Resolved by the senate, the assembly concurring: That we 
hereby express to the people of Alabama through their governor 
our feeling of friendship and respect and that in the return of 
this stand of colors once carried by men who were then our 
foes, we realize that we'are returning it to brave men who fought, 
maily of them to the death, for what they then thought was 
justice and right; to men who in later years, had the moral 
courage to acknowledge that • they were then in the wrong; to 
men who, in the declining years of life are loyal to the one com-
mon flag that we all love, to the principles of justice and equal 
rights for which we all stand; men whom, we of Wisconsin, 
recognize and claim as our fellow citizens and with whom we 
are glad to share the peace and prosperity that has come to us 
as a nation. 

Resolved: That a copy of these resolutions be forwarded to 
the governor of Alabama, and that the superintendent of public 
property be directed to carry out the provisions of this resolu-
tion.

JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 11. 

Providing for an amendment to section 10, article 8 of the con- 
stitution, relating to interval improvement. 

Resolved by the senate, the assembly concurring. That section 
10, of article 8, of the constitution be amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: 

"Provided that the state may appropriate money in the treas-
ury or to be thereafter raised by taxation for the construction 
or improvement of public highways.".
